■; His Worship Mayor Beaven found 
hiinself under the painful necessity Inst 
evening of jriving some very plain ad- 
'viceon tiie subject of good beliavior, foi- 
the benelit of the large audience of rate- 
payers who attended the regular wceidy 
meeting of the city council. These vits- 
itors were present apparently for tlie 
purpose of listening to the deliberations 
of the council with resjiect to the carry- 
ing out of the VValkely, King Ca.sey 
contract at Beaver lake, for while tliLs 
subject .was under consideration they 
were all attention — nor could they for- 
bear to exnress their feelings witli or 
against the opinions expressed by ineni- 
bers of tlie board, by alternate hi.ssing 
and applause. And when the council 
passed on to the nts.xt order of biiaine.sH 
the major portion of the audience took 
their departure so noinily that the busi- 
ness of the board had jierforcc to bo 
suspended until order was again re- 
stored. The Mayor promptly cheeked 
each e.'cpression of approval or dissent, 
but finally was comi)elled to de.sp.itcii a 
messenger requesting the attendance of 
the Chief of Police, lie regretted, he 
Hivid, thivt he should be compelled to take 
harsh nieaaures, but be was determined 
to prevent any demonstration of opinion 
during the deliberations of the council. 
Ratepayers were always welcome, and 
their interest in the jjroeeedings of the 
conncil was to be commended antl en- 
couniged ; Imt tlie fa(;t should always Ije 
kept in mind tlnit the uouncil meeting 
was not a public meeting, and expres- 
sions of iijiproval ordi."sent were equally 
and entirely out of order. 

lit'fore the business of the evening was 
{akcii 11]) the Mayor suggested that time 
might b(! saved ylioukl the council decide 
to return to the practice of former years 
and take the minutes " aw read." .Aid. 
Tiarks and Wilson moved in this direc- 
tion ; Aid. Mncmillan objected, and, the 
Mayor ruling that the omission of this 
routine could only be approved by the 
unanimous wish of the council, the 
minutes were read — upwards of twenty 
minutes being thus pleassxntly occupied. 

A letter from ]?ev. .Fohn P. Ilicks, 
secrelary of the Ministerial Association, 
was the lirst communication on the file. 
It enclnsed the copy of a resolution 
passed by the clerical lK)dy named, to 
the ert'ect : 

" That this association views with 
satisfaction t!ie stcfis already taken by 
our city council looking toward moral 
reforms in tlic city, and assures the 
council of our heartiest symiJatby and 
support in all further movements in tliis 
direction." 

AxD. W11.SON moved that this com- 
munication be received and filed: Aid. 
Macmillan and Marchant that it be ac- 
knowledged with thanks. The ametid- 
nient jirevailt>l. 

Mrs. Wiilkern by letter endeavored to 
interest tlie I'ouncil in tlie [iroject with 
which slm is so imnninently identilied, 
having for its object the estsiblislinu'iit 
of a hoiiu! for indigent women in tliis 
city. ,^lie explained that the institu- 
tion would iic conducted on strii;t busi- 
ness priDripk-s and would be made self- 
supporting I'.H soon as it was po.ssible to 
ascertain the relative capacities for work 
of the severftl inniates. A grant of ^li'iU 
waahowevennecessary for tlie institution 
o£ the new charity, and this she asked 
the city to supply. 

Ald. Macmillan inquired if the Old 
Folfcfi' home-was not intended to make 
provision for the indigent poor of both 
sexes, the Mayor replying in tlie affirin- 
ati\«8,

ATTACKS CHIEF BKAST. 

G. tCampbsU, whose petitions in the 
direction of having the office of liie 
chief made elective had been declared 
beyon<:l the jjov/er of the council, again 
returned to thciattack in the following 
communication ;

" When .\Ii/;liuel .Moriiscy's liouse was 
burned, VA\\ci' JJeusy was absent. On De- 
cember '1, 18!).'), there was a lire on Coveru- 
niont street; Chief .Uoacy again was absent. 
On December 3, 1895, tbcre was a lire on 
View street; Cfaiof ©easy being absent. 
On December 11 there was a fire on Govern- 
ment street; Chiiif ,I.)c.isy absent. On 
.liiniiary l.siKi, (here was "a lire at Hpratl's 
wliarl ; Chief Deasy was absent. 

" :;. Chief Dea.sy placed Dan. McDonald, 
an incompetent man, 011 ilie permanent 
(.'icpiirlnient whi'U (lie apjilicjtion of a com- 
}M>len( man was, and luul been lur a con- 
.sii.lciiihle time, in liiK luiiids. 

"1. Chief Deasy luid, ami still has, a 
niejiiberof tlie pefiii.iiient dejiartmeiil act- 
ijug*s his coachman insteiid of servin;.' un- 
der /tis foreman. 

".S. The engineer in charge of (he engine 
JohnOranl is not a certificated engineer as 
required by tlii^ statute, and the said en- 
gine went to a lire on CiovernnuMit street, 
,Ianuary I I, INKi, without an engineer in 
attendance, 

'Ml. When Chief Deasy attended tlie lire 
cliiefs' eonveiitioii in San ]'''raneisco the 
cnll'erof (lie coll'c" fund was practically 
emptied to jiay bis e.xjicnscs. 'flu; follow- 
ing year he wished to attend the said con- 
veDtioi) B«<) there not beuig enough money 



ill the coffee fund two of the iicrnianent 
inen of the department went arotind tlie 
"city soliciting subscriptions to |)ay his ex- 
penses, Ihus leaving tlie city willioiit jiro- 
per lire nrotcclion while they were engaged 
in this (lisgracoftil calling. 

" 7. The Cornioruiit street entrance to 
No. 1 lire hall is kept locked, which pre- 
vents the call men from catching the ap- 
paratus ; consctpieutly the cliemicnl left the 
lire hall on .lanuary 2(1, 18IM), with only the 
driver on it, thereby rendering it useless at 
a lire. 

" 8. .Vlthotigh the loss by lire for the last 
few ycar.i has been small, yet this fact in no 
way evidences that the present Chief is an 
olliclent ollicer, but on the contrary it has 
been demonstrated by the frequent absence 
of the present head of the dcnartnient from 
fires that the briga<le doquicker, better and 
more systematic work when he is not pres- 
ent to bother them. Chief Deasy lias 
proven himself neglectlul, incompetent, 
cynical and otherwise acting not in accord- 
ance witli the best interests of the city. 

'■ I am ])rei)ared, if called iii)on by the 
city (.'oancil, to substantiate all the above 
statements." 

This letter of complaint went with 
very little debate to the fire wardens for 
investigation, witnesses being exiunined 
on oath, and report. In passing. Aid. 
Partridge observed that he was getting 
tired of this Campbell's continual bick- 
ering and endeavoring to find some fault 
with the lire chief, and Aid. Wilson 
noted the l;ict that Mr. Campbell is 
neither a ratepayer nor a voter. 

JOHN SMITH HAS A CLAI.^[. 

I'^x-police constable John Smith was 

next heard from in a communication 
which directed attention to an accom- 
jianying account against the city for 
$150. The claim is that during Smith's 
employment as a city police officer in- 
formations were laid by him in a num- 
ber of eases under the Indian act where 
convictions were secured and linos col- 
lected, to the total amount of ifSOO. lie 
now wishes to be paid one half of these 
lines, as iidormcr's fees under the act. 

His memo. of. account was referred to 
the police commissi'-ners for report. 

The finance committee recommended 
appropriations to tlie amount of If5,- 
594.SJ(y, the report taking the usual 
course ; and the Sanitary Inspector, in a 
special report, directed attention to the 
condition of Turner street, Victoria 
West, where defective drainage in the 
vicinity of the public school is a con- 
tinual source of danger. The Inspector 
also advised the abatement, by the con- 
struction of drains, of nuisances on Sim- 
coe and Bellot streets. The report went 
to the street committee. 

This committee also presented a re- 
port, recommending a report from the 
city engineer upon the grades at the cor- 
ner of Wharf and Stoie streets, also as 
to the subject matter of Johns Brothers 
communication and that of Dr. Holden ; 
the committee advised the construction 
of a drain on St. James street and the 
purchase of 250 feet of vitrified pipe for 
the surface drain on Douglas street. 
This report was adopted ; and to the 
committee were referred lettora just re- 
ceived from various citizens asking for 
the taking in hand of repairs on Oswego, 
Douglas and Pandora streets, and in tlie 
vicinity of the city market. Superin- 
tendent Johnson ol that institution, the 
market, reported the fees for Januarv at 
^;75.15. 

WALKKI.V, KING AND CASEY'S CONTRACT. 

His Worship the Mayor, to whom the 
council had by resolution on the 27th 
ult. referred for investigation the ques- 
tion as to whether or not Messrs. 
VValkely, King & Casey, contractors for 
the waterworks improvements at Peaver 
lake, had violateil clause '2S of tlieir 
agreement with the city, presented the 
rejiort of his iiuiuirj'. The clause re- 
ferred to reads as follows, and it was 
contended that non-voters had been em- 
ployed, and non-residents as well: 
"The contractor agrees that he will not 
directly or indirectly employ upon, 
about or in connection with the -work 
any Chinese or Japanese, or any person 
whose name does not appear in the 
municipal voters' list for the year 18ii5, 
unless they can prove by written ])roo{, 
signed by two well known residents, 
tiiat they are permanent residents of the 
city." 

'vlt is observable," the Mayor remarks 
in his rejiort, " that while the resolution 
of the council speaks of the eniployinent 
of alien ami resident labor, clause 28 
•'Iocs not prohibit the employment of 
alien labor, hot on the contrary author- 
izes the contractor to give employment 
'to such persons (aliens iiicludeci) as are 
on the munifijial voters' list, and also 
includes aliens and others who may not 
be voters, but who can prove that they 
are, permanent residents of the city." 

On the 27th July, 1895, the water 
commiesioncr, :Mr. Eaymur, directed 
the attention of the contractors to clause 
28, they replying that the matter would 
he (Inly considered. "The numberof men 
uijon the pay rolls from 20th July, 1895, 
to 25th January, 1896, is 2,100, of which 
muniher 43(5 are voters and 1,754 arenon- 
voters. On Wednesday, the 29th Janu- 
ary, 189() (the day of the iuiiuiry), 70 
men were employed, li! of whom are 
voters or residents, and 57 non-voters; 
48 of them claim to be residents of Vic- 
toria, 12 of ot'ier parts of the province, 1 
of Jruland, 1 of Ontiirio, and 8 of the 
I'nited States of America.

SvDxi!v, C. B., Feb. 3.— There is a 
good deal of excitement here over to- 
morrow's election.

Bishop Cameron, of Antigonish, 
whose jurisdiction extends over this 
county, has issued a pastoral letter to 
the priests in Cape Breton on the Mani- 
toba school (piestion. After giving 
instructions regarding the issuance 
of the contents of the letter, it 
proceeds: "A great wrong has 
been done for the last five years to the 
Catholic minority of Manitoba, a wrong 
entailing most serious pecuniary loss on 
the sulTerers as well as jeoiiardi/.ing the 
salvation of countless souls; a wrong 
which, if not now abated, may sooner or 
later be inflicted on the Catholic minor- 
ity of other ])rovinces in a more or less 
<:ruc! degree; and yet we meet the ap- 
palling spectacle of multitudes of 
men who are loud in their 
jiraises of liberty and justice 
and religion, arraigned against remedial 
legislation, the only available means 
uiuler the constitution of redressing that 
wrong, and then doing all th^y can to 
perpetuate this monster evil, subversive 
of religion, justice and liberty, in order 
to attain their own selfish ends, in de- 
fiance of God. And to our shame, among 
tliese hell-inspired hypocrites are to be 
found not a few Catholics who will 
vote against justice being done to their 
sorely oppressed co-religionists, and 
who, to add insult to injury, will move 
for a commission of investigation instead 
of remedial legislation. 'This commis- 
sion is pronounced to be the hollowest 
sham by the most competent of living 
judges on the subject." _ 



HYAMS BROTHERS. 

The Twins Not Appearing in Court, Traced 
to Bnlfnlo En Route to England, 

ToiioNTo, I'^eb. 3.— (Special)— When 
the Hyams' case was cjilled in court this 
morning neither prisoners nor counsel 
were there to reply, and a formal order 
was made out for their arrest. Of cdurse 
no arrest ever took place ; the prisoners 
are supposed to have taken a special 
train for New York, reaching Buffalo 
yesterday afternoon, and will probably 
sail from' New York for England. The 
notorious Hyams' trial is thus concluded. 
The expenses to the defendants were 
about $100,000 and to the crown $25,000.

The public acuounta of Cauadii for tlio 
'fiscal year, ending with June last, as has 
hefore heen stated, show the expendi- 
ture to have exceeded the revenue by 
the considerable sum oi il;4,153,875. 
Only once before, in the liistory of the 
Dominion, has the delicit l)een so large, 
namely, in 1885-0, when the cost of sup- 
pressing the Saskatchewan insurrection 
had to be provided for, and the national 
income fell short of the outgo by |5,834,- 
571. In al! there liave been three de- 
ficit periods in the history of the con- 
federation. From 1875-6 till 1878-9 there 
were annual defieiencies, totalliii}; alto- 
gether eight million dollars. In 1884-5 
and IS85-G, the exi)endiluru also ex- 
ceeded the revenue by eiirht niilliou dol- 
lars. In l8ii.'i-l there was a short- 
ness of $l,'il0,382, and lust year's 
dellcit makes the total delieiency 
in the twenty-four mouths ^u,- 
i!(>4,208. In tlie exiHuulituro during the 
same period, however, was includeil 
$4,]3o,t')72 on account of the sinking 
fund, so that, in the two years, the ac- 
tual increase of the national debt, in 
connection with the consolidated fund 
expenditure, was less than one and a 
quarter millions of dollars. Tlie whole 
increase was $0,891,897, tlie balance 
being made up by expenditure on rail- 
ways and canals, public worlts, and sub- 
sidies granted to railways. The deficits 
since Confederation have, in all, amount- 
ed to 219,0110, in eleven years, wliilo 
the surpluses, in eigiiteen yi^ars, have 
totalled 873,009. Tlie did'erence of 
$17,054,000, as was the case with the ex- 
penditure for which the debt was in- 
curred, has been used in construction of 
public works or in aid to enterprises for 
the development of the country. 

The total revenue of the year was $33,- 
978,129. It was the smallest since 18S0-7, 
when the figure was .$35,754,903. The 
amount raised from taxation — that is 
castoms ,and excise — was $25,446,198, 
also the smallest in nine years. The re- 
ceipts' from various sources, postal rev- 
enue, the operation of government rail- 
ways, sale of lands, etc., amounted to 
$8,531,930. As bearing upon the weight 
of Dominion taxation, the following 
table, showing the total revenue for ten 
years past, and the amounts accrued 
from taxes and from other sources, will 
be instructive :

A glance at these figures indicates that 
the taxation levied under the authority 
of the Canadian parliament is not being 
added to, either actuallj' or relatively to 
the population. It is, on the contrary, 
decreasing. This is due in part only to 
the trade depression, which has for three 
years now been felt throuL'hout the com- 
mercial world, affecting the vuluiiie of 
imjiorts. 11 is to be attributed in chief 
to the fact that the government made 
a large and general reduction in the 
customs duties, abolisliing altogether 
those on some articles of wide consump- 
tion. Had the duties of 1890-61 been 
maintained there would have lieen a 
substantial surplus on tbe operations of 
last year. Ana this is where the deflci t s 
of late years differ from those which 
were the rule when the Liberals were in 
power. There were no reductions in the 
r.ate of taxation by the Mackenzie Gov- 
ernment. It is to 1)6 added, also, that 
the deficit of last year was foreseen by 
the Finance Minister, who teak meas- 
ures, ill iireparing the estimates tor the 
current year, to i)revont its recurrence. 
The economy in expenditure calculated, 
and tbe slight increase in customs duties 
provided for, promise to more than bring 
about an equilibrium in the finances, 
and 1895-6 should go on record as the 
seventeenth year in which a Conserva- 
tive government has had a surplus. 

The expenditure, $38,182,005, was the 
largest since 1885-6. It exceeded that of 
1883-1 by $540,980. Of this $71,000 was 
due to the increase in the amount paid 
in subsidies to the province, and the cost 
of government in the territories 
.$351,073 to additional charges on the 
public debt, the cost of which, exclusive 
of the $2,002,311 paid on account of the 
sinking fund, was $10,745,244, or over 27 
per cent, of the total income and 40 per 
cent, of the entire revenue from taxation 
This is a very high proportion. It 
makes it difficult, it not impoBsible, to 
eeoure anjr important' permanent r^duc 
tibn in' the expenditure, and constitutes 
a strong argument against undertaliing 
any work that will involve heavy capital 
charges, beyond those necessary to make 
fully available the results of expenditure 
already incurred. The other important 
increases were $243,000 for legislation, 
represented by the cost of the revision 
of the election lists, which will not aj)- 
pear in this year'H accounts; ,$290,000oii 
the militia, which not many .will cavil 
at; and $102,000 on premium, discount 
and exchange, an incident of tlni finan- 
cial situation which the government can- 
not control. 

Thare was, compared with 1893-94, a 
reduction of $291,000 in the public works 
•zpend|ture .^chai^eable to income ; of 
148,000 OH: the item of arts, a{;ricultnrc 
and BtatiBtics;,ahd of $130,000 in other 
item's. It may be added, also, that the 
coatof collecting the revenue, whicli wa^, 
last year, $9,129,410, was .$3,200 less than 
in 1893-4, and $323,896 less than in 1890- 
91. There are evidences oi economv, 
therefore, in the items of expenditiu-e, 
as well as of a purpose to reduce the 
weight of taxation in the items of -re- 
venue. 

The total cajiital expeinlitnie was .$4,- 
341,872. The items were $2,829,088 for 
railways and canals, $102,392 for iiublic 
works, and $1,310,549 for subsidies to 
railroads.

of much importance to the trade of Can- 
ada. Tiiere was $40('i,l.'51 spent on the 
Sault Ste. .M irio canal, $181,9-14 on the 
Laeliine canal, and $s;i,0S0 on the im- 
proveuient of mivigation in tht! St. J,a\v- 
rence. The Intercolonial railway im- 
provements represent $327,084 of the debt 
increase, and the Treiii river navigation 
$53,907. The i)ayment on account of 
railway subsidies brings the total under 
this head, independent, of course, of the 
payments to and on account of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway main lino, to $40,- 
800,081. There has been voted, and not 
yet earned, a further sum of $0,193,520, 
the greater portion of which is likely to 
become a cliar^e I'li the ".treasury. As it 
is not advisaljle to ineroaso the debtfur- 
tlier, ami us the revenue does not permit 
of iiincli expendiuire outside of what is 
necessary lor the ailministnition of the 
general services, it will not be advisable 
to make many further grants on tliis ac- 
count for some time. 




AN AJ'PEAL 

By a Canadian to Canadians. 

The following appeal to the ])eo])le of 
Canada on behalf of the persecuted and 
oppressed Armenians was written by tiie 
Kev. W. 1\. Ghanihers, at one time a 
minister in \Vhilhy, Ontario, lie has 
been long laboring in A.-iia Minor as a 
missionary aiui lie therefore speaks of 
what he.hus a personal knowledge oi. 
He is introduced to the Canadian pub- 
lic in the Montreal Witness by the 
Rev. Principal Gnmt, of Queen's Uni- 
versity, Kingston, who says that he is 
a man to be abselntely relied on ; 

May I ask your kind co-ojieration in 
getting an appeal before the Canadian 
pu blic. This time it is an appeal on be- 
half of one of the oldest Christian races 
on the face of the earth, which is, at this 
moment, in imminent danger of being 
wiped out of existence in lire and blood. 
I need not go over the story in its de- 
tails, as you have it in the jjublic press. 
Suflice it to say that 50,000 unresisting 
men, women and children have been 
butclierctl amid the most frightful bar- 
barities; whole districts have been laid 
waste by fire and sword ; the trade and 
industry of si.x provinces have been de- 
stroyed ; mission buildings — colleges, 
schools, chapels and missionary resi- 
dences — have been burned with all their 
contents; thousands and tliousands of 
people, largely widowed women and 
fatherless children, are without the shel- 
ter of a roof; live hundred thousand 
Chri:-tians are in danger of death from 
liuiiger and cold, luindreds of them now 
dying every day. God oidy knows the 
tears and heartache of this lung, long 
strain, for this has been going on for 
months. 

The New York Chaniber^of Coinuierce 
has endorsed the movement to raise live 
million tloUars, and a national commit- 
tee, with branches in all principal cities, 
has been formed in New York. • The Eed 
(,'ross Society is to have charge of the 
work of relief. 

Notwithstanding the supposed accord 
of the powers —or rather weaknesses, as 
a Turkish statesman has called them — 
massacres are still going on, the country 
is swarming with unpunished murder- 
ers under government protection, and 
no one knows wiiat a day may bring 
forth. The otiicr day it seemed as thuiigli 
the turn had come to this place. 
Strong men fell ill with fright, women 
fainted, many took refuge in the chuich 
while others lied out to the country. 

Kvery where Islam is oHered as the al- 
ternative of the sword. Many jioor )ieo- 
ple have accepted Islam, but God's 
noble army of martyrs has received ac- 
cessions by the thousands during these 
months. 

The people here, with all trade stoj)- 
I)ed, and moat of the workini; jieoplc 
thrown out of employment, with the 
stress of poverty an.l the added stress of 
winter upon them, are responding with 
marvellous liberality to the apjieal of 
their suffering brethren. Some have 
sold flour from their scanty stores, others 
have taken clothing from their backs 
(.and tlie very best they had), others 
have put themselves on very short allow- 
ance of food, while still others, them- 
selves oljjects of charity, have with (low- 
ing tears, begged the privilege of some 
ta.«k to perform by which they might 
gain a little sqm to send. I com- 
menced a movement here, and have 
just sent ofT twenty bales of cloth- 
ing and five hundred dollars in cash. 

Prayer meetings are frecpient and 
crowded. Tlu? distinction between the 
Protestant and (iregorian is for the mo- 
ment forgotten. I am fre(]uently invited 
to ju-each in neighboring Gregorian 
churches. There is great thirst for the 
comforting words of Jesus. It neems to 
me that this baptism of lire is to acc(jm- 
plish the regeneration of this most in- 
Lurestiiig people. It is inexiiressibly 
touching to see the whole comjiany in a 
cliurch, consisting of hundreds, drop 
upon their knees and join with sobs and 
tears in chanting-the old jirayer, " Lord, 
have mercy, Lord, have mercy upon 
us, and save thy people!" 

We turn from inhuman governmentK 
and_ appeal to the hearts of humane 
Christian peojile. 

Beloved Canada, youngest of the 
Christian nations, strong in every en- 
terprise for good , abundnnt in deeds of 
charity, hear the cry of ancient Ar- 
menia ! 

In jnayer and hope, I am your grate- 
ful brother in the faith of the gospel.

The address itseif ^vaH characterized by 
a few good speeches, and from a party 
Standpoint the Conservatives undoubt- 
edly came out ahead. The government 
planted firmly the banner of remedial 
legislation and defended its policy with 
a vigor which astonished even tliose of 
their supporters who do not love this 
lueasuro. After a speech made Ijy Sir 
C. H. Tupper, in which he lucidly ex- 
plained tlie position of the government 
on the school question, an Ontario mem- 
ber who had avowed himself ail ojjpon- 
ent of remedial legislation remarked to 
rae that he supposed he and hia friends 
would have to swallow the pill. 

LIIIKKAI. rtlLENOE ON SCUOOI, QUESTION. 

The Liberals are still behind the lines 
of Torres Vedras. There seeiiuf to have 
been a tacit luuierstaiuliiig on the part 
of the Kouges imt to say anything on 
this question, as day after day i)assed 
and not one of tliem ventured to give 
his opinion. Not until the last day of 
the address did Mr. Tarte arise, con- 
trary it is said to the express wishes of 
his leader, and give hia opinion. In 
doing so he, to quote an old but trite 
expression, literally "put his foot in it." 
He shifted from Mr. Laurier's ground 
for a commission and urged that a com- 
mittee of the house be appointed to in- 
vestigate the school cpieation. It has 
since transpired tliat in doing this Mr. 
Tarte was unauthorized by his party, 
and they are giving him " Hail C<jlum- 
bia " for putting tliemjin a false position. 
iSluch as some Conservatives may dislike 
the remedial bill there are many Liberals 
who are equally oiqioseil to it. The 
Kouges are between the devil and the 
deep sea in this matter, because it will 
be no easy task for them to defend be- 
fore their constituents a vote against re- 
medial legislation. Not unnaturally 
there is great curiosity as to the scope of 
the Bill, and if the statement be true 
that its provisions will be acceptable 
to Protestants and Catholics alike, it will 
be gratifying to every well wisher of 
Canada who desires to see religious 
question^', which are calculated to en- 
danger the very existence of confeder- 
ation, buried in the tomb of oblivion. 

SIR CI|ARLES TOPPEB'S ELECTION 

Great iiriterest is being manifested in 

Sir Charles Tnpper's election in Capo 
Breton county. The opposition to the 
secretyry of .State is purely factious. It 
shows how much the Liberals hate him 
when they send such an array of speakers 
into the constituency and furnish thel 
lieelers with unlimited cash in order to ' 
suborn the electors. Sir Charles Tupper , 
will be in parliament, however, the 
second week in February, and it will be ' 
a sorry day for the Grits when he gets 
there. Notwithstanding the eflbrts 
which the Opposition are putting forth 
it is confidently expected that lie will 
have 500- majority.- His speeches in the | 
county are aplendid'reading. There is a 
stirring ring about them wnich does one | 
good. Des])ite his seventy-live years, | 
seemingly Sir Charles Tupper has re- 1 
newed his youth, and when he comes to ■ 
take the reins of power and lead the 
Lilier.il-Conservative hosts in the gen- 
eral elections he will put uj) a light the 
like of wiiich has not been seen in Can- 
ada for many a long day. In response 
to questions submitted to him the .'-ec- 
retary of State was explicit on the school 
policy of the government. He believed 
in adhering to the constitution, and will 
be found to be ail out and out ailvocat- 
of remedial legislation. Sir Charles is 
also a warm advocate of the union of 
Newfoundland with Canada, and it would 
not be n matter of .surprise, if, in the 
event of Sir Charles Tupper becoming 
premier, this ipiestion sliould have be- 
coiiie a live to)]ic once more. Then 
there are the great Imperial projects of j 
the Paeilii: cable and the fast Atlantic' 
.service, of which Sir Charles Tup))er is a 
warm advocate. Sir Mackenzie IJowell 
ileaerves the greatet-t credit for the man- 
ner in which he has jjressed these two 
great enterprises, and in Sir Charles 
Tupper he will have an earnest and able 
■midjutor. 

It is clearly evident that the Liberals 
are anxious to wipe out the 

r.MNr oi' nisi.(iYAi/i'v 
whirh altai-iied to them at the last gen- 
eral eloclion, due to their " looking to 
Washington ' policy. Mr. Blake's fam- 
ous West iHirlKun letter, in which he

000,000, has been consummated and has 
gone into effect. It is the Central Lum- 
ber Co. of California and its member- 
ship includes every lumber mill, all ship- 
owners, wholesale and retail dealers of 
the western coast of the United States 
and British Columbia. All charters of 
vessels and sales of lumber must be 
ellected througli the Central Lumber 
Co., which regulates freights and juits 
the buying and selling price on the lum- 
ber, regulating also the product of each 
mill, and the proportionate amount of 
lumber each vessel shall <;arry during 
the year. 

Not only are markets of the Pacilic 
Coast thus controlled, but the lumber 
shipments to foreign countries are 
placed under the same restrictions. 
Every mill on the Coast has its jiroduct 
regulated. On Puget Sound the daily 
output is 1, -100, 000 feet. In the same 
proportion every other mill on the 
CJoast is regulated , but the regulations 
do not apply to shiiuiients by rail to 
ICastern points. The lirat order issued 
by the company was to advance the 
jirice of lumber $'J jier thousand. Last 
vear the estimated jiroduct oi the 
Coast was 00ll,000,OiH), feet, and this 
advance will enhance the ))r(jlits t<j mill 
(jwners the comint: year over $1,000,000. 

The deal was made to include tnanu- 
I'acturers, ilcalers and freight carric'rs. 
Members of the trust chiiui they have 
been iiiaiuifacturiiig lumber for several 
years at actual cost, and that tlie dealers 
in foreign and coastwis-e markets were 
reaping all the prolits. Under the new 
jirices, they say, the ouiployea will be 
paid better wages and the jhimbermen 
receive higher prices for their logs. Al- 
though capitalized at !tl0,000, no other 
corp(jration on the I'acihc coast controls 
such vast interests as the Central Luni- 
liv.r Company. More than 150 ocean 
sailing vessels come under its control.

The eliisticity of (iril priin'iplea niid 
the ;i(.l:ii)tability of the Grit jiolicy can- 
not be sutliciently admired. It is now 
well known tliat the Grit policy on tlie 
school question has been twisted and 
turned in such a way that it has been 
made to suit any locality in which a Grit 
candidate presentH liimself for election. 
If a harvest of voles is to l}e gathered in 
<iuebec the citndidate arul liis frienilK 
rei)r('seiit tlienisclves as strong; advocates 
for "justice'" to the jNIauitoba minority. 
If the scene of the candidate's operations 
is Victoria, B.C., the Grit policy pre- 
sents a totally different aspect. Inter- 
ference with Manitoba is there de- 
notmeed in tlie stronj^est terms and tlie 
application of the minority of that pro- 
vince for a redress of its grievances is 
stigmatized as "coercion." No one 
could possibly be more zealous in favor 
of provincial rights or more strongly oj- 
poaed to remedial legislation in any 
shape thitn the Victoria canilidate. Yet 
the (iuehec advocate of remedial leijjisla- 
lioii and the Victoria denouncer of re- 
medial le>,'islatioii are both Grits — both 
enthusias.tic followers of Mr. Laiirier. 

On the tariff question the same ehiK- 
ticity and the same adaptability an,' 
noticeable. In Ontario and Quebec the 
sound Grit is an out and out advocate 
for free coal. He is ready on the sh'uht- 
eat i«roviH':iti(>ii, and on no j)i()vocation 
lit all, t(i dilate ujion the wickeilnes.s and 
the oppressivenes-- (jf imposing :i duty 
on coal. To tax one of tlie prime neces- 
■saries of life such as coal is, he declare.s 
H with apparent earnestness, truly iniquit- 
ous. But in Cape Hieton. where a 
Conservative leader is to hv kejjt out 
of Parliament, the Grit candidal(^ and 
liie Grit .stuiuiier.s arc to a man in favor 
of a duty on coal. The idea of jmtting 
the Yank(^e coal producer on the same 
level in the Canadian market as the 
honest, hard-working Cape Breton miner 
of coal, is worse than absurd. The 
Liberals have always been and will 
always be true and warm friends of 
Cape Hreton miners. Tlie reason of 
this (•hani,'e of p(.ilicy i^ that the pcojile 
of Ontario and tiuebec are bny- 
ei-K of coal, and the voters in 
Cai)e Breton are producers of coal. 
"Circumstances alter cases," says the 
clover Laiirierite, "and what is the good 
of a policy that cannot he chan<.'e(l to 
suit the conditions of constitutmcies'.' " 
Pome of our readers will i)erha))s stiy 
lliat this i'-- i'xa};i;(!ration and misrc])re- 
scntation and what not; but it is the 
•. sad and sober truth, of which tlie elec- 
tion recently held in Victoria and .the 
one to be held to-day in Cape Breton 
are striking exemplifications. 

OVER-REACHES IflMSELE. 

The news from Ottawa shoA's that .Mr. 
I,iinricr's |>oli<'y of concealment and de- 
ception is breaking down in a way that 
lie arul iii« fellow-schemers did not an- 
ticipate. They all thought, no doubt, 
that the demand for a Commission of 
Inquiry was (i very clever device indeed, 
as it gave them an excuse to be non- 
committal on the school question until 
after the peneral elections. They must 
have chuckled ;it the success of their 
trick and congratulated each other on 
having dished the "Tories." 
But there was a beastly snag 
in a gait of their course of 
■whose existence no scheming Grit even 
droamcii. The French-Canadian Grits 
who believed that the minority in 
iJIiiiiitoba had been badly treated by the 
(rovernniuiit of the l^rovince had never 
been very favorable to Mr. Laurier's 
riolicy of concealment and delay; they 
saw that they were on the point of being 
.^fooled. They had been kept quiet for 
Sometime by the assurance that the 



Government were not • iii earnestwhen 
they promieed remedial legislation, and 
that they might depend upon it Sir 

Mackenzie BowoU would not in the 
.Taiiiiary .session or any other session at- 
temiit to reilress the grievance of the 
Jiomuii C;itliolic iniiioiity of IMaiiitoba. 
But when these men found that the 
Bowell Government were bound to be as 
good as their word they saw that if they 
opposed the Government's remedial 
measure and voted for Mr. Laurier's 
Commission scheme they were dropping 
the substance to grasji at a shadow. 
For who \va8 to know what the coiumis- 
sion would effect ; who indeed could tell 
whether it would ever amount to any- 
thing? Commissions tliey knew gener- 
ally ended in smoke, or something al- 
most e(nuilly unsatisfactory, and 
tliey concluded that the time 
had come to bind Mr. Ltiurier to 
something delinite and sjieciiic. So Mr. 
BenuEoleil, it appears, undertook to pin 
tlie elusive LiCader of the Grits in a 
corner and not let him out until ho had 
given the malcontents a pledge which 
they would consider satisfactory. This, 
an account from Ottawa says, was done. 
The details of the negotiations are, of 
course, known only to the priticipals. 
But the result of the conference soon be- 
camo apparent ; 

The result was, says the Ottawa cor- 
restiondcnt of the Mail and Knipire, tlnit 
on I''riday night Jlr. Tarte was put up by 
Mr. Jjaurier against the advice of 
leading I>iberals from (Ontario U) declare 
a modification of llic party policy de- 
signed to bring the bolters again into 
line. The declaration of ^Ir. Tarte for 
an investigation by a committee of the 
House ill order that there may be letiis- 
lation this session, was practically, 
though guardedly, acceptotl by Mr. 
Laurier. A week ago the Liberals were 
for an independent Royal CouimiHsion 
composed of educationists, wlio should 
20 to Manitoba and institute an inquiry. 
To-day they will accejit a parliiimeiitary 
committee which will sit in Ottawa, call 
witnesses, force the .\I:iiiitoba ministers 
to atteiKl, and repori in the course of a 
few weeks. The original policy was to 
evade the issue; the amended policy is 
to ])recipitate it. 

According to this account of a very in- 
telligent observer the engineer has been 
hoist with his own petard. The clever 
scheme which was to have enabled him 
to out-general the Government and to 
get into power without making any 
jiknlges which he might find to be inctjn- 
venient, has had the efl'ect of exciting 
the suspicions of his own followers and 
of forcing him to pursue a definite policy 
on the school question. 

OUT OF Hia ELEMENT. 

Tlie Morning Advertiser of London 
evidently believes that Mr. Blake was a 
success as a politician in Canada. This 
is quite a mistake. Mr. Blake took, as 

a man of his high character and grettt I 
abilities must take, a high jilacc in tlie I 
Parliament of the Doiiiinioii, Imt as a j 
leader of men ho was, as tar as it is pos- ' 
sible for such a man to be, a failure. 
The members of his party in the Legis- 
lature respected him and had complete 
i:onfi(lence in his integrity, but very few 
indeed liked him. He was among them 
but not of them. He livid and 
moved in (Hiite a diU'erent sphere from 
them. Thev followeil him as a matter 
of duty, bccaiisr loyiilty to their party 
required lliem to ackiiowleilge him as 
their leader, but he was not the leader 
that any of them would have enthusias- 
tically chosen. 

Mr. Blake could not, and jierhiips 
would not if he could, make partisans. 
I It! was wholl}' tlevoitl of what is called 
magnetism. lie was on the contrary to 
most men repellant. 

Ashe was in Ottawa so he seems to have 
been in London. Men respect him be- 
cause he is a good man and an able 
man, hut he does not ap|)car to have 
won the allVa'tion of the warm-hearted, 
impulsive Irishmen with whom lie is 
politically associated. It seems indeed 
as if they dislike liini, and we woiikl not 
at all be surprised to liear that the dis- 
like is mutual. 

We are surprised that Mr. Blake has 
not made a more favorable impression 
on Parliament, as a man of powerful in- 
tellect and a speaker, than he seems to 
Inive done. He is without doulit a very 
able man, and ;is a debater lie is far 
above the averiige. But we liave 
seim him alluded to slightingly by men 
who ilo not appear to have been pre- 
judiced and who might be supposed to 
be good judges. The truth seems to be 
that jiractical politics are not Mr, 
Pilake's vocation. He is out of his ele- 
ment in Parliament. He disapjiointed 
his party in ( ittawu and he has not in 
London comc' up to the reasonable ex- 
pectations of his friends. 



of the populace, witliout apparently giv- 
ing a thought to the con8e(iuences that 
may follow by acting as those prejudfc'es 
and dislikes dictate. Tliis is seen and 
deplored bv patriotic ami high-minded 
Americans, but it is impossible 
lor tbem to make the legion of time- 
serving and dishonest politicians with 
whicli their country is infested, upright 
and independent. Harper's Weekly, 
commenting on the Venezuelan craze 
and the men who helped to raise and 
keep up the excitement, says ; 

Xothing is more conspicuous/in the 
history of Congress since the Venezuelan 
question became prominent than the 
utter cowardice of members before an 
imaginary public opinion. In the true 
spirit of the ileniagoguo nearly all have 
joined in the mad jingo shout 
or else waited to S(^e whether it is jioli- 
tically safi! to resist it. I''ortunately for 
civilization the people are not so foolish 
as their would-be leaders seem to be- 
lieve. The Davis resolution which was 
recommended by the committee of 
eleven against the sole protest of Sena- 
tor Gray has found little favor with the 
press and the public, and that little is 
rajiidly diminishing. 

It is dillicult to believe that this 
was the case, for almost every 
American newspaper that one took 
up while the craze was at its 
height contained the most furious 
diatribes against Great Britain and the 
British. ]f the position they took and 
the lone they adopted were indications 
of the state of i>ublic o])inion in the 
Hnited States on the ([iietition, hatred of 
Cireat Britain is the ruling passion in 
the breasts of the great majority of the 
citizens of the United States. It seems 
now that the journalists and the poli- 
ticians of the States were scared by the 
noise they themselves tissisted in mak- 
ing. They howled so loudly and iiisucli 
hideous ^tones that the}' seemed 
to have believed that the whole popula- 
tion of the United States was 
ready to rise^n 7/iaaife to fight the British, 
and that the American public would ut- 
terly demolish any citi/en who should 
have the audacity even to bint tliat they 
might lie mistaken and tliat they were 
making a tremendous uproar about 
very little indeed. All this is seen 
clearly enough now, but a few weeks 
ago it was completely hidden from thous 
ands of Americans «vho consider them- 
selves far-seeing and sagacious.

nir. Carlyli; Gives ;i Very Instruclivi; Talk 
oil Ore Deposits niui on Coal. 

That general interest is uruwinj,' in the 
series of mining lectures that are being 
ilelivered under the auspices of the i)ro- 
vincial government was evi<lent by the 
larue attendance last night to hear Mr, 
^\'. A. (;arlyle, provincial mineralogist, 
He pointed out how in the last few 
years discoveries of ore bodie.f under 
hitherto unprecedented I'ircuni- 
stances had brought about olianged 
ideas on mining. By means of 
a diagram he showed how the 
ore in the celebrated Cripple Creek 
mines, Colorado, was found in reticu- 
lated veins in lava or basalt, and said 
this was of particular interest to Britisli 
Columbia as such bodies might, per- 
haps, be found under similar conditions. 
T(niching on tbe theory of veins, he ex- 
plained that all ore, though some of it 
was apparently dry, contained a certain 
percentage of moisture. At great depths 
this moisture, in tbe form of steam, was 
able to bold tbe minerals in solution, 
and these heated waters, risiiii; in tia- 
ures, cooleil and crystallized. He in- 
taiiced a case of chalcedony iuid lime, 
containing gold and mercury, being de- 
posited at tbe iiresent day by hot springs 
near the Comstock mines. 

The lecturer then proceeded to explain 
how, as a general rule, iron ore was 
deposited in beds and gave as an in- 
stance the Radnor Forges, tjnebec, where 
dnce the last century iron ore had been 
ibtained by dredging the bottom of a 
lake. The" iron was made into as line a 
raile of (-liarcoal iron as there was on 
the c()ntiiient. An instance of bedded 
veins of gold ore was seen in the wonder- 
ful mines of the Rand in the 
Transvaal, where the gold was 
found in a conglomerate or 
pudding stone, originally in horizontal 
layers, but crushecTby pressure so that 
they now stand on end. Examinations 
by boring proved that at a depth of 
1,200 feet these beds flattened out as 
they had been originally laid down. 
Silver ore hail l)een found in beds in 
I.' tall, where a happy chance that led to 
the as.'^ayiiii.' ni the sandstone found that 
it ran '.M (jtinces in silver to the ton. 
The lei;tnrer gav(; an (t.xiilanatioii of the 
formation of coal beds ; how the dense 
vegetation of prehistoric ages had been 
laid down, the grouml bad subsiiled and 
mud deposited on top of the organic 
matter. 

The i)eat bogs of to-day were perhaps 
the first state of coal beds in process of 
foiination. Soft coals contained from 
to (),") ]ier cent, of carbon and a larue 
amount of volatile matter, while an- 
thracite <;oal contained from 90 to 97 )jer 
cent, carbon, greater pressure and heat 
having driven od' the volatile matter, 
diagrams of various c'oal (ields 
were shown and faults in veins 
ol coal and other miiu'i-als 
were explained. Interesting instances 
were given of following up and recover- 
ing veins that had faulted in Aspen, 
Colorado, when Mr. (Jarlyle had been 
engaged in mining. 

Next Thursday eveniiiL.' Mr. Car 
michael lectures on (du^niistiy, and o 
Monday ^Ir. Carlyle deals witli alluvia 
or placer mining, and will tell somethiii 
about prospecting.

or whether he is limited to one month 

from the date of publication. .Section 
I IL'S says that no apjilication to i|uash 
a b.v-law shall be onterlaineil unless the 
application is made within a month of 
the passing of tlie hy-hiw. The prelim- 
inary steps necessary to what I may call 
the lirst jiassage of a by-lay are doubt- 
less i)rovided by the rules of order, as 
the act is quite silent on the subject. 
After a by-law is passed by tbe council 
it is still waste paper until it has been 
re-considered under sec. 122. After its 
re-consideration and adoption by the 
council it has to be sealeil with the cor- 
porate seal, signed by the mayor and 
clerk, and this I consider its passing. 

" But before it can become operative 
it has to be published in the Gazette. 
This publication apparently gives it legal 
eflect in a manner similar to a bill of 
parliament, with this diflerence, that a 
by-law is a good by-law before publica- 
tion but not ell'ective until tliat requisite 
has been compiled with. Its operation 
is in fact sus]>cnded until thattim(\ The 
publication thus looked at appears tome 
to be entirely distinct from its ]);issage, 
and section 128 limits an ai)i)lication to 
(piash to one month from its jiassage 
and not from its publication. 

"Then sec. 129, which refers to assess- 
ment or rates imposed by a by-law, en- 
acts that such a by-law shall not be 
i|uashed except within 30 days after its 
promulgation. Promulgation is ])rovi(l- 
ed for Ijy sec. 124, which docs not say 
that every by-law shall be promulgated, 
but that |)romulgation of a by- 
law shall be ellected in a 
certain manner, and shall con- 
tain a certain notice. 1 think that 
Sections 121 and 12."), relating to ])r(jmul- 
gati(ui, are ajipiicabie on\y to by-laws 
imjiosing an assessment or rate and not 
to ordinai'v by-iaws. Kead in this way, 
ell'ect can Ije given to sec;tions which in 
any other light are eontrailietory. 

" In Ibis case the cor])oralion jn'omul- 
gated the by-law in question and gave a 
notice to the public tnat anyone wishing 
to dispute the validity thereof had thirty 
days in whicli to apply. The present 
appellant has brought himself wUh- 
in the terms of tliis notice. Can 
the eiirporation now turn round and 
say, ' We hail no right to extend the 
time to upiily to ipiash, as aceoi-diug to 
our notice we have, but we rely on the 
strict and literal wording of the act that 
if you cjhject to the by-law you must ap- 
ply to iinash within 30 days from pass- 
ing.' To hold so would be to mislead 'he 
public, and in my opinion the eor- 
! porat ion ai-e estopped by 1 heir own act 
I from now raising any such defence. 
They may have consi<lercd the by-law 
one which came under section 129, pos- 
! sibly erroneously, but whether it doos 
j or not the eoriioration must be liound 
by their own pu lil islicd act . 

" The case ol Robertson v. l)astho])e, 
K) 0.1!., i:!0, is in j.oinl. There the 
council gave a wrong notice, and the 
court held that the applicants havint; 
followed the notic'e given hy the coimeil 
should not be jirejudiceil iu tlieir rights 
lieeause the notice was incorrect, and 
the council were held to the notice there 
given. The appeal is therefore allowed 
v.'ilh costs.

were to decide the ipKistion of law raised 
on the' appeal, an appeal from which 
judgment miglit betaken before a higher 
triljuual with the result that the whole 
of these procecnlings, and any jnilg- 
luent ultimately obtained thereon, 
might be rendered abortive by the 
intervention of a decision by the 
County court judge upon the adjourned 
motion before him for a new trial, upset- 
ting the finding of the jury and ordering 
the action to be tried de novo.

Second Session of -the Seventh Parliament. 

SEVENTH DAY. 

IMo-NDAY, Fob. 3, 1S9I). 

Mr. liooth took the chair at '1 p. iii. 

Prayers by Kiglit Ruv. Binhop I'crrin. 

Mr. iluNTKit ijreHuiiteil the first re- 
port of tlio private billbi coiniuittee, ro- 
portiiiL' favorably oa tlio putitioiiH fnnu 
the Lillooet, Fraser River k Carilioo 
Gold-Fields Co.; A. D. Wliittior and 
others; and the Coasolidated Railway 
& Light Co. 

Mr. 'Swokd moved the adoption of 
the first report ot the railway commit- 
tee, reducing the quorum to seven. 
Agreed to. 

Mn. Kki.mi-: moved for a reutrn show- 
ing the teriuH upon which the settlement 
of the railway lands nuostion between 
the Provincial and Dominion govern- 
ments was completed. Agreed to. 

SMALL DKIITS COL'UTS. 

Uk. Walkkm moved for " a return of 
the number of plaints whieh have been 
entered in the several small debts courts 
of this province, the amounts sued for, 
and the fees taken by the magistrates ; 
also a return showing the number of 
plaints which have been entered in 
which the fees have not been paid be- 
fore the hearing of the ])liunt; also a re- 
turn showing the number of plaints 
which have beta settled before hearing 
and.whether in such cases the fees have 
been limited to the summons and service 
or whether the hearing fee has been in- 
clade<i." The mover stated that while 
the idea of this court was to lessen the 
cost of litigation the procedure which to 
his knowledge has been followed in sev- 
eral cases lias made it quite as expen- 
sive to the debtor as i)rocedure in the 
County court. In Nanaimo district the 
idea prevails that the inai^'istrate has an 
interest in the determination of the suit 
— perhaps because it is supposed that if 
suitors are not successful in uetting 
judgment in that court they will cense 
to sue there and the magistrate will lose 
the fee. He therefore .advocated that 
magistrates be paid by salary, and that 
the fees should be handed over to the 
province, or to the cotppralion as about 
to be apijlied for by Victoria city. 

Hon. Mk. Ebebts said the govern- 
ment had no objection to bringing down 
the return. The act appears to have 
worked very well indeed, and the gov- 
ernment have heard nothing of the 
grievances said to exist in Xanainio. He 
could not see how any corporation could 
expect to get the fees from these courts 
while the government pays the magis- 
trates and othcials. If, however, the re- 
turn shows that a tremendous amount 
of money is Ijeing made by the magis- 
trates, and they are acting as profes- 
sional advisers to tlie litigants, the gov- 
ernment will very shortly bring about a 
change. 

Mk. Hblmokkn asked if the Attorney 
General had seen a published report 
that his department had ordered the 
magistrate at Nanaimo to reopen his 
court. 

Hon. Mn. Eiskrts said he had seen it 
published that Judge Harrison had been 
so instructed by the Attorney (ieneral's 
department, but the statement was not 
true. He wished to point out that when 
the matter was before Mr. Justice Crease 
the Attorney-tieneral's department was 
not represented, there being ro i)i0ce- 
<hire by which they could be heard. ]5nt 
when it came before Judge Ilarris-on tiie 
Deputy Attorney-General was there, and 
after he had argued the matter judgment 
v?as given declaring the small debts act 
constitutional. This was not, however, 
in consequence of any pressure attempt- 
ed to be brought Jo bear by the Attor- 
ney-General's department; on the con- 
trary he had invariably suggested to the 
magistrates — a great many of whom had 
written to him on the subject — that they 
shonUl pay the greatest attention to the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Grease When 
the matter was to come befoie Judge 
Harrison he had suggested to one of 
the solicitors in the case that the jml;;e 
miuht give a decision pro forma in view 
of the juilgment given in the higher 
^ourt ; but Judge Harrison, in the proper 
exercise of his discretion, had thought 
fit to give a contrary decision. 

Mr. Helmceek expressed satisfaction 
at the reply made by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, having felt quite certain when he 
saw the report that it was incorrect. He 
considered tliat the act works well, but 
lie would like to see the fees eliminated 
when the magistrate is in recept of a 
regular salary. 

EEVISION m THE STATUTK.S. 

Dr. Walkbm moved for a return of a 
copy of the order-iu-council and all 
other papers in connection with the ap- 
pointment of the commissioner under 
chap. 50, B. C. Stats. 1895. Agreed to. 

Mr. Helmcken, as a matter of priv- 
ilege, referred to a leader in the Colon- 
ist of yesterday on the subject of the 
commissioner's report, and took exi:ep- 
tion to this paragraph : 

'I'his i-fvisidii is certainly im Wurk ot 
scissors ami pa>H', Iml tlie whole viiUinic is 
the result or cai'dul study and solicitous 
cure. We oljscrve that tlu'rc is a (.•ouiplaiiit 
that departures arc made Irom tlic ti xt ot 
the law as it exists, and that the wori; is 
unsatisfactory on that account. \Vc think 
that this coinjilainl arises I'lom a lailure 
critically and tairly to cxuniine llu' W(jrk, 
wliich, so far as wo liavc siten, seems fully 
to justify the stalcment in the report, tlint 
whilst many of tlic nioi-eininor-tantof the 
)iroviri<'ial acts have lieen re-drawn unci re- 
arraiiK'i-il. uliieetionahSe fcMliires r-eniovcil, 
iirid sucli chan>.'es intr-()iiiiee(l as experience, 
the altered coniliticm of thi! country anil 
judicial decisions show to lie rreeessar'y," 
yet that the aim of the consolidatron 
thrbughout *' to retain the spirit of tlie law- 
ns it exists," has been constantly kept in 
view. 

The (luestion of privilege he wished to 
raise is this, Has the house any resfion- 
sibility at all in conneiition with the re- 
vision of the statutes, and ujiou whom 
will the responsibility rest for any de- 
fect in the revision? lie thought that 
the house is fully responsible, and 
should not shirk any of the responsibil- 
ity. So far as he was concerned the com- 
missioner would not be allowed to leg- 
islate for the house; and he did not 
think dt fair for any newspaper to say 
that "this complaintarisesfrom a failure 
criticallv and fairly to examine the 
work."" He thought-that the volume 
should be left upon the table to be di- 
gested at leisure, and not to come up 
for action until the next session of the 
legislature. He pointed out that when 
the criminal code was revised by the Do- 
minion a co])y was sent to each niember 
of the profession with a request for sug- 
gestions, and he wanted to know why 
some such plan should not be followed 
here. 

Hon. Mi:. Kiikuts took this opportun- 
ilv to make a sUitement with respect to 
the bills he had introduced based uiion 
tiie revision of the statutes. He had 



done this, ho said, in pursuance of the 
suggestion of the commissioner, but up- 
on rellection he had since come 
to the conclusion that this plan is 
not expedient. He would therefore 
withdraw the wliole of the. acts, and be- 
tween now and next session be would 
have n large number of copies of the 
more important nets iliatributeil amongst 
the nersons most interested, so that any 
amundtiionts m- features to which ex- 
ception may ho taken may bo then in- 
telligently discussed. The house would 
then be in a position to pass an act per- 
mitting the Lieutenant - Governor ia 
Council to bring into force from time to 
time such acts as it may be thought ad- 
visable to adopt. 

TKACHKIt AT SA.'.MOK .AH.M. 

Ma. SicMMN moved for a return of all 
correspondence between the educational 
authorities and the trustees of Salmon 
Arm school in relation to tlie discharge 
of Mr. J. Irvine asteaclierof said school. 
The mover said he had heard that the 
trustees wished Very niuchito retain the 
services of this teacher, who had taught 
in that country for perhaps twenty years, 
but had been forced by the education 
department to discharge him. He moved 
for the return in order to ascertain what 
are the facts. 

Hon. Coii. ]>Aiii:it said it was quite 
true that the trustees wished to retain 
this teacher, hut a large number of the 
parents had petitioned for his removal, 
and he thought the papers when brought 
down will justify the action of the educa- 
tion department.

Mii. SwouD moved tora return showing 
the iiistruetioiia under which the conver- 
sion of the loans of 1S77 and l.'SSTis being 
jiroceeded with, and in what manner the 
rate of conversion Is arrived at. 

Motion agreed to, after explanations by 
Hon. Mr. Turner.

SLASHING TIIK TEACHERS' SAL- 
AEIICS. 

To THE Immtoii: — .\s one deej)ly inter- 
ested in the cause of popular education 
I cannot remain silent with regard to 
the recent action of the school board, 
who tell us that they are following out 
the wishes of the so called " Municipal 
Reform Association." Now, who com- 
pose this Municipal Reform Association? 
Ilave thej- the conlidenceof the i)ublic? 
.\re they really interested in the educa- 
tion of our children, or are they holders 
of real estate whose chief aim is to save 
a few dollare of taxes ? We notice on the 
board of inanageineiit the names of a 
numbsr of real estate brokers and two of 
our present board of hcIiooI trustees. 
How many of the prominent meiiibers 
of this association have the slightest in- 
terest in our public schools? Indeed, 
they would not care a rap whether the 
schools auflered or not. 

During the late municipal campaign 
not one of ttie aldermen nor a single 
candidate for the position of trustee 
even hinted that education was costing 
too much. 

Tlie benelits of education are shared 
by the poorest ratepayer in the city and 
why should we allow a ring of moneyed 
iiieii to control our trustee board? The 
board of si-hool trustees are not acting, or 
at lea.st sliouhl not be acting, for tiie 
Municipal Reform Association; they are 
acting for the {xxjple who elected them, 
the ratepayers. 

Wouhl the trnatees bo willing to fore- 
go one dollar of the prolits from their 
own busiiK.'ss tor the benelit of the pub- 
lic schools. These men who so ruthlessly 
slashed the teachera' salaries are not 
voicing the opinion of those whose chil- 
dren attend the public schools. In my 
opinion teachers who do good conscicn- 
tioua work should be well paid, and I, 
for one, have never grudged anything 
towards improving the schools of Vic- 
toria. 

Fifteen percent, is a big cut. It is 
altogether too niui-h. Wu read in the 
ncwKi:ai)ers that the "trustees intended 
to cut only .i;2, SOD, but when they had 
done they foiuni that they had nitiencli- 
ed to thR amount of $-1,000." Was this 
either merciful or jiisi? 

We hope when next the Municipal 
Reform Association issues its edicts it 
will instruct the lord high executioner 
of the school board to reckon how many 
" chipuer chapper choppers on the big 
black "block " will be absolutely neces- 
sary. TAXPAYKn. 

KETBENCHIXG SCHOOL EXPENSES. 

To THE Editoi:: — The new board of 
school trustees have made a vigorous 
coiumencement of tlieir term of ofiice by 
reducing tlie salaries of the teachers over 
sixteen per cent. A depression of trade 
and hard times generally is the justilica- 
tion oSered for thei r action ; this being 
their reason, why not have crowned 
their eflbrts at economy ant', shown their 
public spirit as well as their sympathy 
with the overburdened taxpayer by dis- 
lieiisiiig with the services of a secretary, 
and having one of their number perform 
the ilutieH — taking it in turn if they wish, 
as was the custoni with former boards 
for many years? Wliy do they strive so 
hard ti> obtain the oflicu, unless indi- 
vidually prepared for a little labor in 
connection with it'.' 

It may not be ijeuerally known that 
the secretary receives !f35 per month — 
the salary having been raised .$10 a 
month within the last two years. As 
the board holds monthly meetings, and 
as at only a few of these during tin; year 
is there much business to transact, his 
duties are not very arduous. Still, for 
what cannot possibly average one <lay's 
work in a inoiitli, he receives more than 
some, and nearly as much as others of 
the teachers who work hard all day long 
the year tlirough. ■ 

As a matter of fact, if a secretary is in- 
(lisijensable the duties could be per- 
formed by any intelligent youth who can 
read an<.l write a legible hand ; and there 
are plenty of young fellows who would 
gladly eke out their present wages and 
earn $10 or $15 a mouth by doing all the 
work. 

I{ the times are so hard that the trus- 
tees have to cut salaries down to starva- 
tion rates, it is preposterous that th.cy 
should keep for themselves the servicijs 
of a high-priced secretary, and 1 think 
it is right the public should know the 
fact. 'Eatki-ateh.

On the thii-<l day of July, all tliiugs

•with DO Bort of regret, bat JUoll iu teur.s 
at pnrtiug from these friends she had 
grown to lovo very heartily. Aud tljeso 
friends would each have her take away 
Eomething for :i kocpsiiko, Kiich as ringK 
to wear on hor arms mid on her ankles 
(as is tho jMciorisli fasliiou), silk shawls, 
etc. , so that slio had qiiilo a lur^o prcs- 
( lit of linory to carry away, but wo had 
uothinj; wJiatover but tho clotlies we 
Btood in, aud they of the soonticst, br- 
ing simply long shirts and "bnrnoo.scs" 
Bneli as ccminon Moors wear. For the 
wiso dou would lot us take nanght that 
miglit betray our sojourn in Spain, mak- 
ing tis cvou chango our boots for wood 
en sandals, lio himself being arrayed no 
better than wo.

to givo ovor a shnd(hng of tears, Dc:; 
SaiK-liez turns npon him, and says he :

I'^roni tliis (biy fortli yi '.ii 
daughter is ^listress .Tuditli (Tudv.'ii'. 
you are (Captain Kiiieri Lvuns. 'i 
yon" (to me), ''Mr. lii i;.'!;:'n:-. tlie r.ic:- 
diaut. Let us raeli play our p:r.'t 
care, that we do not bi;tr!iv ourselvc.-; by 
a slip in a moment of unforeseen dan- 
ger." 

"Yon are in the right, .<enor, " an- 
swers Jack, "for I (liinlir it nin.--t be a 
hard task Kj forget that ."lislri'ss .linlitli 
is niy duuglitor as it is lor a loving fa- 
ther to hold from chiding of his own 
flesh and blood. So I pray you, madam" 
(to Moll), "bear that iu mind and vex 
mo no mure. ' ' 

Wo lay tliis lesson .seriously to heart, 
Dawsou aud I, for the don's hint that 
we might end our career in jail did 
still rankle v>-onndily in onr miud.s. 
And so, \ery soberly, we went out of the 
fori'st of ]';iciie on me.les lent us by Sidi 
ben Ahmed, wirh a long cavalcade of 
innlas charged with merchandise for 
embarking ou board tho pirates' vessel 
and an escort of some half dozen fierce 
looking corsairs armril with long fire- 
locks and a great store ol' awesome crook- 
ed knives siucic ill their waistclotli.s. 

After journeying aen.ss tho jilaiu wo 
came abouv midday to tho seaboard, aud 
there wo sjiicd lying in a sheltered bay 
a long galley vitli threo masts, each 
dressed witli a .single cross spar for ciir- 
rying a leg of mutton sail, aud on tho 
■Bliore a conple of ship's boats with iv 
company of men. waiting to transport 
onr go'.;ds and u.s aboard. And here our 
hearts quaked a bir at tho thought of 
Trast'iiH onr.-elves in I lie hands of tliese 
same murderous Ijokiug pirates.

Then the 
merchandise being all aboard aud the 
anchor up the men went to their otirs, a 
dozen of each side, aud rowed us out ol 
the bay until, catcliing a little wind of 
air, the sails wore run up, and we put 
out to sea very bravely. 

"Senor, " say.s Dawsou, "I know not 
how I am to play this part of a sea cap- 
tain when wo are sent on hoard an Eng- 
lish ship, fur if they at-k uio anj- qnes- 
tiouH on this busiucss of uavigatiug 1 
am done for a certainty." 

"Rest easy on that score, Evans," '•e- 
plies tho don. "I will auswer for yon, 
for I .SCO very clearly by your complex- 
ion that yon will soon be past answer- 
ing tliem yourself. " 

And this forecast was quickly veri- 
fied, for ere tho galley had dij)ped a 
dozen times to tho v>-avos poor Dawson 
was laid low with a most horrid sick- 
ness like any dying man. 

By sundown we sighted tho island of 
Maggiore, and in the roads there wo out 
anchor Icr tlie night, setting sail .-igain 
at daylireak, aud in this latitude we 
beat up and down a day and a iiigiit 
without seeing any sail, but on tho 
innrning of tho third day a fleet of five 
big si'.ips a]ipparcd to the eastward, ami 
'shifting onr .-nur.so we boro down uj)! a 
them v.-ith amazing swiftness. Then 
when wo were nojir enough to the fore- 
mast to see her English flag and the 
men nboaid standing to their deck gnus 
for a defense, our old Moor fires a gun 
in the air, t4ikoH in liis sails and runs up 
agi'eatwhile flag for a sign of ]ieaee, 
Aud now with slirewd haste a boat was 
lowered, and wo were set in it with a 
pair of oars, and the old pirate, bidding 
ns farrw(dl in his tongue, clapped on all 
sail and stood out befcjre the wind, leav- 
ing us there to shift for ourselves. Don 
Sanchez took ono oar and 1 t'other — 
Dawfidn' lying in the bottom and not 
ablo to niovo a hand to save his life — 
jiiid JIoU held tho tiller, iind so wo 
pulled with all our force, crying out 
now nud then for fear wo siiould not be 
Been, till by God'.s pi-ovidenco wo canio 
alongside tho Talbot of Loudon aud 
were presently hoisted aboard without 
liiisiiap. 

Then tho captain of tho Talbot and 
his ollieers, gathering about us, were 
miglity <:urions to kuow our story, and 
Don Sanchez very briefly told how we 
had gone in tlie Rod Rose of Bristol to 
redeem two ludios fi:om slavery ; how 
we had found bnt ono. of those ladies 
living (at this Moll buries her l'ae(^ in 
her hanils as if stricken with grief ) ; 
how, on tlio eve of our departure, some 
of onr crew in a drunken frolic luui 
drowned n Tnrk of Algier, for which 
wo were condemned by their court to 
pay an indemnity far iiud away beyond 
our uicinis; how they then made this a 
pretext to soi/.o our things, thougli wo 
•wore properly furuishcd with tho duke's 
pass, and hold our men in bond, and 
■ hgyfaig plonderect naof we bad,' 



and seeing there was no more to be got, 
they did oli'er ns.onr freedom for a writ- 
ten iinittunce of all''tbey'hiul taken for 
l!)' ii- justification if ever ihoy shotild 
ill' bronght to (•■mrt, and finally Iviw, 
iieeepting oT tiiese conditions, we were 
shipped aboard their galley with iioth- 
iug in the world but a few trifle8,.begged 
by Mistre.cs .Tuditli in remembrance of 
her mother. 

This stery was accepted -without any 
demur; nay, Captain Ballcock, being 
ono of tlioso men wlio must ever ap])ear 
to know all things, supported it in 
many doubtful ])arl iculars, saying that 
lie remeinbered the Rose of Bristol quite 
Vi'ell; tlial iie liiniself had seeu ,1 whole 
ship's crew sold into slavery for no 
greater olVonso than breaking a mosque 
window; that tho duke's ])ass eountod 
for nothing with these Turks ; that ho 
knew the galley wo were brought in as 
well as ho know Paul's ohnroh, having 
i lia-^ed it a dozen times, yet never got 
v. ithin gunshot for her swift sailing, 
etc., which did mnoh content ns to hear. 
But tho officers were mighty curious to 
Icnow wliat idled Captain Robert Evan.s 
(uieaning Dawson), fearing he might 
he ill of tho plague. However, on tho 
don's vowing that he was only sick of a 
surfeit. Captain Ballcock declared ho 
had guessed it tho moment ho elaiiped 
eyes on him, as ho himself had been 
taken of tho sani(( complaint with only 
e:itiiig a dish of peaso pudding. 

Xevertlieless ho ordered tho .sick man 
to bo laid iu a part of tho ship fartliest 
from his quiu:tor8, and so great was the 
dread of pestilouco aboard that (as his 
sickness continued) not a soul would 
venture near him during tho whoh^ voy- 
age except oursolves, wliich also fell in 
very well with onr wishes. And so aft- 
er a fairly prosperous voyage wo came 
up tho Thames to Chatham tho third 
day of August.

They Consider That tliie School 
Trustees Have Reduced Salav- 
ies Too Much. 



.Memorial to Be Presented to the 
Hoard— City Asked to Post- 
pone Estimates. 



Till' public school teachers beltl an in- 
digiuition meeting yesterday afternoon 
at the close of school hours, to talk over 
the tjeneral cut in their salaries. The 
scope of discussion einbraced the recent 
redui'tion 'if .salaries and the dispensing 
with "IK! (il' the High scluiol teachers. 
All but aboni a dozen of tlie teachers 
Were present and a number of speeches 
Were made. 

The ge-iieral feeling ex])re.=s cd was that 
the trustees had used the i)runing knife 
on the .sahiries too freely. If the trus- 
tees hud adhered to the original inten- 
tion of only reducing the salary list 
!f2,27i{ the teachers would have grace- 
fully accepted the inevitable, one 
teacher said, but it was altogetlier too 
much to lop oS $4,500 tor the next ten 
months, or something over $6,000 for 
the year. This was the opinion of 
otiiers present, and another teachc! 
maintainetl that tlietrnsteeahnd no right 
to listen to the reforni association. It 
had no status. If the ratt^piiyerg or the 
cicy council liad deinaiKk:d that salaries 
be reihiceii there would have been some 
excuse for tbt trustees, but the voice of 
the rcforui association was not that of a 
re|)reseutativc body. 

Kxeepiioii, too, was taken to the pro- 
posal that is to be discussed by the 
School boards of the cities of the 
province about engaging teachers 
on tiic Ontario system. This one of the 
speakers remarked, meant practically 
that applications would be asked for 
filling Vacant positions on the staff" and 
the lowest bidders would win, which meant 
further cutting cof salaries- 'aiid si most 
undesirable form of competition. 

After some desultory conversation a 
committee "'as appointed, composed of 
Jlessi-'^- .Me^'eill. Pineo and Doran 
and ^Iisses Ivermode, Cameron 
I^usscll, J.uwson and Svlvester, to 
ilraft a letter to tiu!" Board of 
Aldermen asking them to stay 
the ])assintr of the school estimates for 
two weeks, and giving reasons for ttie 
request. The committee is also to draw 
up a uiemoi'jal to the school trustees, 
such memorial to be submitted to the 
Teachers' Institute as soon as for- 
mulated. 

It is understood that Mr. J. N. Muir, 
whose services as teacher ot the fourth 
division of the Collegiate Institute have 
been dispensed witli, has written to the 
secretary of tlio school bo.Trd, ofiering, if 
the board are unable to find funds for 
the paynient of a teacher's salary for 
that division, to serve free until the end 
of the term rather than have the work 
of the division interfered with.

Tempestuous weather iihnost froiu 
port to port was the cxperient'e of the O.

to have been part of ids duty to see that 
these conditions of the contract were be- 
ing coniplieil with ; that the Water Com- 
missioner, acting under instructions from 
Mayor Teague, notified the contractor at 
the comiuoncemcntof the work to adiiere 
to the conditions of the contract as to 
the employment of labor, but nothing 
further, so far as the under- 
signed has ascertained, appears to 
have been done to enforce it; 
that acting under the power containea 
in the contract, the engmeeron Slot ult. 
issued to the contractors a certificate for 
the sixth payment; showing a balance 
now payable to them of .$-,'.273.20, w'hich 
the contractors now ask to be paid. 

" The uniiersigned," said the Mayor in 
concluding bis rei)f)rt, " desires to he ad- 
vised as to the wishes of the council in 
the in-einises; and as to the definition of 
the time extension granted by the en- 
gineer to the contractors in December, 
l.'>05, as reported to the council on the 
27th ult." 

A long discussion ensued. 

Ald. Macjiillan moved, seconded I>v 
Aid. Williams, 

"That whereas it appears that the 
contractors for the waterworks improve- 
ments at Elk lake have violated the 
terms of their contract, and the time hav- 
ing expired forits completion, theMayor 
be authorized to instruct the engineer to 
notify the contractors that it is the in- 
tention of this council to proceed with 
the completion of the work themselves 
as provided for in the agreement lie- 
tween the contractors and the city." 

Ai.i). I\LMiiMiAN r moved in amendment, 
seconded by Aid. Cameron, that the re- 
port be tabled until the next meeting of 
the council. While anxious to serve the 
interests of the employed, he did not de- 
sire to do any injustice to the con- 
tractors. 

Ai,D. Wilson in amendment to the 

amendment moved, seconded by Aid. 
Tiarks, that Mr. Jorgcnsen's report be 
adopted and the (ixteii.sion of time 
granted. 

The amendment to the amendment 
was carried, Aid. Wilson, Tiarks, Part 
ridge, Humphrey and Glover supporting 
it. 

' The Mayor recommended to council 
the resolution regarding the transfer- 
ence to the city of the personal property 
and income taxes, and that the fees paid 
to the stipendiary magistrate be ])aid 
into the civic treasury. 

The resolution was adopted. 

After passing the annual loan by-law 
the- council adjourned, to meet on Fri- 
day to consider Mr. Sorby's claim.
